— The Government of India have 
had under consideration for some time the question of revis- 
ing the lists of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. The 
present fists do not show a uniforrn pattern, and several 
anomalies have been brought to notice. It is, therefore, very 
necessary that the lists of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes should be revised in a rational and scientific manner. 

2. Proposals for revision of the lists have been received 
from various States and Union Territories. A preliminary 
examination of these proposals has been completed and it 
has been found that there are several controversial issues 
which require to be settled. The Government of India have 
therefore decided to set up an Advisory Committee on the 
Revision of lists of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes, 
with the following terms of reference : — 

(1) To advise on the proposals received by Government 
for revision of the existing lists of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes. 

(2) To advise whether, where a casto or a tribe is listed 
as a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe In rela- 
tion to a particular area in a State or an Union 
Territory, Members of that caste or tribe residing — 

(i) in other areas within the same State or Union 
Territory, or 

(ii) in other States or Union Territories should be 
recognised as belonging to the Scheduled Caste 
or Scheduled Tribe, as the case may be.

Recommendations of the Second Wage Board for Cement 
Industry on the question of Interim Relief 

At its meeting at Jaipur on the 7th and 8 th of February, 1965 
the Second Central Wage Board for Cement Industry felt 
that as its final recommendations might take sometime 
because of its decision to carry out family budget and work- 
load studies, unanimously recommends, as an ad-hoc measure, 
the payment of interim relief of Rs, 5.46 per mensem (21 
paise per day) to all categories of workers covered by the 
First Wage fioard, on the following terms : 

(1) The interim relief will take effect from 1st January, 
1965. 

(2) The interim relief recommended by the Board will 
be paid after a commensurate increase is sanctioned 
by the Government of India in the retention prices 
payable to the Cement Manufacturers. 

(3) This interim relief will be in force till adjusted 
against the final recommendations of the Board, 


(4) For the purpose of computation of any benefits or 
allowance, the interim relief will be treated as being 
in the nature of Dearness Allowance.
